Meeker, Col., Oct. 25, via Rifle. Col., 
Oct. 28.—Boyd Vaughn arrived here 
from Snake river with a dispatch from 
the governor and the following letter 
to Game Warden Lyttle: 
“Boyd Vaughn’s Ranch, Oct. 24, 1897. 
—James Lyttle, Game Warden, Meeker, 
Col.; 
Today, with a pasty of twelve 
men, I tried to arrest a camp of Ute In­ 
dians. 
We used all pafience and they 
fired upon us and then we had to fight. 
On Snake river, five miles above Lily 
Park, several Indians were killed and 
wounded. 
“I have riders to warn settlers in 
Lilly Park and elsewhere, the settlers 
are gathering at Vaughn’s ranch, and 
are much 
alarmed 
and 
think you 
should turn out with what men you 
can to try and arrest the Utes. 
I be­ 
lieve that there are about sixty Utes 
in this camp, 
but 
late information 
shows at least IOO men. and some say 
200. 
I have seen about forty, but they 
were at many places and may retaliate, 
but if these indians wish to, the set­ 
tlers are entirely at their mercy, so you 
and the sheriff of Rio Blanco county 
had better do what you can to protect 
the settlers.

Paris, Oct. 29.—The Eclaire pub­ 
lishes a remarkable article to the af­ 
fect that three French missions are 
now on their way to Khartoum, by 
forced marches, as the result of an 
understanding with the mahdi, reach­ 
ed in 1896, by which 
France

nizes the. Soudan as an independent 
state under the suzerainty of the sul­ 
tan of Turkey, in return for certain 
concessions. In conclusion the Eclaire 
says: 
“France is acting in these regions 
by express desire of the mahdi in con­ 
formity with the principle of the m ain­ 
tenance of the integrity of the Otto­ 
man empire, incessantly proclaimed 
by M. Hanotaux, the French minister 
for foreign affairs.”
